The Canadian Market and the British 


Manufacturer

HE DESIRE of British manufacturers to develop export trade with Canada is of course wor ma 
I has 











and it would be wrong on the basis of an admittedly short visit to deprecate what 

done. While conscious of the fact that it is easy to criticize in a superficial way, these few 
notes are offered in a spirit of helpfulness. They do not, of course, purport to examine the position 
as closely as it merits. 

My trip to Canada was part of an extended tour —_e the West Indies and the States and 
was made very pleasant and trouble-free by the Board of Trade and their Overseas Officers, 
whose help and co-operation was extensive — indeed, the enthusiasm and knowledge of local trading 
conditions exhibited by these Overseas Officers is refreshing and admirable in every way. 


Branded Goods 


A further qualification must be made in that my examination of the market was confined to that 
field in which I am interested, that is in branded goods or proprietary products with a particular 
slant to household consumable items, and it would be wrong if my comments were taken as 
indicating anything more than an interested observation on facets of the market in Canada within 
this restricted field. 

This preamble appears to be necessary particularly because one wishes to avoid the well-known 
tendency of attempting to analyse and dissect a country’s marketing problems or its promise on the 
basis of a very short visit whilst it is obviously misleading to have generalizations accepted as having 
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particular application to any other trade or business than that which 
was specifically examined-the branded goods and proprietary 
fields. 


New Developments in Canadian Marketing 


The most significant feature of the Canadian market is the growth 
of the self-service store and super-market, and, indeed, this particular 
phenomenon is perhaps the most important development in Canadian 
marketing so far as British branded products are concerned. 


Every Canadian manufacturer, as indeed every American manu- 
facturer, is fighting to ensure that his packs are appealing and attractive, 
that they command attention and that, if possible, they dominate 
the shelves and overshadow every other contemporary product. It 
seems axiomatic that British manufacturers can rarely go into the 
market with a product packaged as for the British market, yet many 
British branded products are, in fact, exported ‘as is’ with no attempt 
to meet Canadian marketing conditions. Under such conditions any 
pack essentially English in character would stand little chance of 
success alongside their carefully, indeed aggressively, packaged 
Canadian or American counterparts. 

The ‘orthodox’ and somewhat discreet and reserved packaging 
which British products in general enjoy (with one or two notable 
exceptions) will not fare well in a market where, as one leading buyer 
graphically remarked to me — ‘any product in a super-market has almost 
to jump off the fixture into the customer’s hands,’ The complications 
which surround a change of pack due to Trade Mark consideration 
and customer recognition are fully realized, but to tackle the Canadian 
market, major revisions in packaging, design and colour are often 
essential if the product is to earn any chance of success. 

One interesting fact is that the Canadian market has been very 
strongly affected by the American tendency to sell in larger packs 
than is normal in this country: indeed, American manufacturers, 
and to a lesser degree Canadian manufacturers, have been far more 
successful in their efforts to persuade the consumer to buy larger packs 
than we have in this country. Although a special pack for the Canadian 
market may appear to be an uneconomic proposition to the exporter, 
higher intrinsic production costs may well be absorbed by expansion 
of turnover into larger-unit sales, so that gross margins may well be 
mintained and even increased. 


Often there is a tendency to apply to the branded goods industry 
marketing techniques more appropriate to heavy woollens or capital 
goods, and this would partly explain why this country has made small 
progress in the Canadian market on the branded goods side. This is 
particularly true in a country where agents cover a wide range of 
merchandise — not always related. Another point is, of course, the 
well-known tendency of British manufacturers to consider that their 
product ‘should sell in Canada because it’s British.’ It is true that 
there is a certain sentimental regard in some provinces of Canada for 
British products, but this does not represent the hard core of the 
market, nor does it necessarily reflect the attitude of that part of the 
market which is essential to the branded goods trade. 


Advertising 


On the question of advertising approach and technique and on the 
basis of many years of examination and study of American and 
Canadian advertising, I do not accept the general view that marketing 
methods in either country are better, more advanced, more skilful or 
more productive than our own. In conversations with business execu- 
tives in our particular industry in this country I have established that 
many British undertakings are scared of the apparently heavy advertis- 
ing appropriations and the vast sums expended in merchandising 
by Canadian and American producers, so that in fact many ‘commit 
suicide for fear of dying.’ 

I believe there is much exaggeration of the appropriations spent 
in this market by established manufacturers and indeed even more 
as to the standard of advertising technique they employ. I consider 
that the Canadian market is more receptive to new products and new 
ideas than the British market, and merchandising and marketing in 
Canada should be no more difficult than in this country providing 
advertising is designed specifically for the market, and not merely 
American or Canadian versions of British copy and lay-outs. 

In discussing the Canadian market with British manufacturers I 
have been astonished to discover the tendency to regard Canada 
as an insular export market with no appreciable difference in national 
characteristics, as between province and province. Nothing could be 
further from the truth — in fact, between a citizen of Toronto and a 
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citizen of Montreal the difference in attitude and approach is astonish- 
ingly wide. It is not suggested that there is not complete and absolute 
national unity in this country of 154 million people, but living and 
buying habits differ widely between the Province of Ontario and the 
Province of Quebec, and, on the extreme West Coast, Vancouver 
impresses the visitor as being almost more British than Britain 
itself ! 


The problem of ensuring the right appeal is simplified in that 
Canadian newspapers have somewhat restricted circulations; so that 
it is possible to advertise in the Province of Quebec with one type of 
advertising and to go into Ontario with an entirely different appeal; 
indeed, it would seem highly desirable to do so in many instances. 


Canada offers a very big opportunity for British branded goods 
provided the manufacturer accepts these differences in national 
characteristics and realizes too that despite its vast area the population 
of Canada is approximately one-third of that of the United Kingdom. 
Canada is not an Eldorado, nor on the other hand is it a heart-breaker. 
The market, admittedly strongly influenced by the ‘American way 
of life,’ is none the less highly receptive and may be successfully 
tackled by any British manufacturer with the necessary confidence and 
capital, provided the products to be sold are presented in a way which 
will meet the entirely different market conditions in the Canadian 
field. 

‘Horses for courses’ used to be a popular piece of gambling 
parlance. A sober application of its implications in the Canadian 
market can well pay handsome dividends to British exporters. 


‘Modern U.K.’ Stand at Canadian 
National Exhibition 


THE ‘MODERN U.K.’ stand at the 1955 Canadian National 
Exhibition, to be held in Toronto from August 26 to September 10, 
will be stocked with 565 exhibits. These have been selected by the 
Council of Industrial Design from 245 suppliers all over the United 
Kingdom; their collection for shipment has been made in spite of 
many difficulties caused by the recent railway strike. Suppliers showed 
great resource in devising means of sending in their products by 
unusual routes. 


The Board of Trade, at whose request the Council made this selec- 
tion of well-designed goods, gave help with transport problems. 
In several cases, where no alternative could be found, the Board 
arranged for their local offices to pick up or receive the supplier’s 
exhibits and find a means of sending them to London. This happened 
in the Sheffield, Birmingham, Bristol and Edinburgh districts. 


Goods to be shown this year have been chosen from the following 
categories of the Council’s pictorial card index of well-designed goods — 
‘Design Review’: Pottery and Glass, Cutlery and Flatware, Metal 
and Wood Tableware, Household Equipment, Kitchenware, Furni- 
ture, Furnishing Textiles, Floor Coverings, Wallpapers and Tiles, 
Door Furniture and Travel and Picnic Goods. In addition there are 
three other categories of goods not included in ‘Design Review’: 
Fashion Fabrics and Accessories, Sports Goods and Toys. 


A feature of this year’s display will be a selection of chairs arranged 
in eight bays. Display windows will be devoted to cutlery, glass, 
pottery, kitchenware and a variety of other products, and there will 
be striking textile displays. 


The selectors have made special efforts to ensure the suitability of 
the chosen goods for the needs of the Canadian market. The opinions 
of London representatives of Canadian buying houses were sought at 
a preview held in London earlier this year. Experience gained from 
the 1953 and 1954 displays (the last of which was seen by a quarter 
of a million visitors) has been taken into account. The selection is 
intended to supplement the existing demand for fine traditional 
products by encouraging a new demand for fine, modern products. 
Canadians are still surprised to discover that many of the best British 
products in the modern manner are comparable in design and quality 
with their Scandinavian or American counterparts. It is the job of 
displays like ‘Modern UK’ to turn surprise into general acceptance. 
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Industrial Engineering and 
Management Education in Europe 


A CONFERENCE on the promotion of industrial engineering and 
management education at university level in European countries was 
held in Paris from June 20 to 22. It was organized by the Inter- 
University Contact for Management Education (1.U.C.) on behalf 
of the O.E.E.Y. European Productivity Agency. 


The Conference brought together about 80 participants from 
Austria, Belgium, Denmark, France, Germany, Italy, the Netherlands, 
Norway, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, the United Kingdom, the United 
States and Yugoslavia. They represented universities, institutes of 
technology, schools of business and other educational institutions 
at university level, ministries of education, as well as industry and 
business. Several international organizations interested in the field of 
management education were also represented. 

The following were the main points discussed: 

Objectives of university teaching in the field of industrial 
engineering and business management; 

Present difficulties and obstacles in the way of providing 
adequate courses at university level in this field; 

The role of educational authorities in the promotion of 
education in this field; 

The role of industry in the promotion of this education; 

The role of research work for the establishment and strengthen- 
ing of university-industry contacts; 

University curricula and teaching methods. 

The conclusions and recommendations of the Conference are 
attached. 


Conclusions and Recommendations 


The Conference agrees that education and research in ‘Industrial 
Engineering and Management’ at university level in most countries 
is not as far advanced as similar education and research in purely 
technical and economic subjects. 

The Conference agrees that there is still a considerable lack of 
understanding concerning the field of industrial engineering and 
management with regard to both its character and importance. This 
lack of understanding exists in university and industry alike. 


Recommendations addressed to the European Productivity 
Agency 


The Conference recommends that in order to improve this situation 
and to contribute both to increased general productivity and a higher 
standard of living, as well as to a better understanding of the human 
and social responsibilities of industry in European countries, further 
steps should be taken to develop mutual co-operation between 
universities and industry in this field. 


The Conference agrees that it is the responsibility of educational 
institutions at university level to organize education in the field of 
industrial engineering and management and that it is essential that 
this should be done in close contact with industry. 

In view of the gaps existing in this field of education at universities, 
it is recommended that immediate measures should be taken by the 
appropriate authorities or by leaders of industry to encourage the 
founding of or to endow chairs and departments in this field in all 
appropriate university level institutions in all European countries. - 

The Conference, having noted the growing desire expressed through- 
out its sessions for an exchange of ideas in the field of education, and 
appreciating the great value of such exchanges, considers that action 
is required in this matter. 

The Conference accordingly recommends that all professors and 
teachers in this field, as well as persons having administrative res- 
ponsibility for education, should take part in this type of interchange 
at a national and international level. 


In order to clavify the scope and purpose of management education 
in relation to industrial and social needs further research is necessary. 


The Conference agrees that the substance of the report prepared

Provisional Figures of United 
Kingdom Trade in June 


‘THE VALUE of recorded exports in June was £157.0 million. This was 
£90 million, or over one-third, below the April/May average. The fall 
brought the average monthly rate for the second quarter to 12 per cent. 
below the first quarter. 


Recorded imports in June were £293-9 million, only 3 per cent: 
below the April/May average. The average monthly rate for the 
second quarter as a whole was 10 per cent. below the first quarter. 
Total imports in the first half of 1955 were nevertheless 14 per cent. 
higher than in the first half of 1954. 


With re-exports amounting to £8-1 million, the excess of imports, 
valued c.i.f., over exports and re-exports, valued f.o.b., was £128-8 
million in June, compared with an average of £47-9 million a month in 
April/May and £77-1 million a month in the first quarter. 


The extent to which the railway and dock strikes affected imports 
and exports cannot be assessed. The figures for the next few months 
will continue to be affected by the strikes as was the case after the 
October dock strike.

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Inquiry on Capital Expenditure 


FOLLOWING THE ANNOUNCEMENT by Sir Edward Boyle, in the 
Budget Debate on April 25, of the Government’s intention to ask a 
number of firms to provide information about their capital expenditure, 
the Board of Trade are now writing to about 650 companies asking 
them to co-operate in an inquiry designed to show quarterly trends 
in industry’s capital expenditure and expected expenditure during 
the calendar year ahead. The information will materially help Govern- 
ment and industry to assess the extent of changes in the demand for 
capital assets both in the recent past and in the future. 

Changes in the level of capital expenditure have important reper- 
cussions on the activity of the economy, and the need has been in- 
creasingly felt for up-to-date information about short-term trends in 
industry’s capital expenditure and some indication of what industry 
is expecting to spend in the future. Information on capital expenditure 
in the past is available from the annual census of production and other 
sources only on an annual basis, while provisional estimates of the 
year’s investment cannot be available before May or June of the 
following year. The quarterly figures will provide up-to-date informa- 
tion about short-term trends, and against this factual background of 
the recent past the forecasts for the calendar year ahead will be especially 
valuable both to Government and to industry as a whole. Similar 
information is available and is regularly published in the United 
States and a number of other countries including Canada, Australia 
and Sweden. 

Consideration has been given to the question of how to obtain the 
statistics from which these movements can be assessed, in a way 
that will both give reliable results and, at the same time, be of as 
little trouble as possible to industry. It has been decided that the 
best way to achieve these objects will be to ask for the co-operation 
of a representative sample of companies comprising all the largest 
companies in the country together with a cross-section of others. It 
is estimated that the companies to be approached are responsible for 
nearly three-quarters of the total capital expenditure of all public 
companies. 


As the results of the inquiry will provide indications of changes in 
capital expenditure, and not a total figure of corporate investment, it 
will be necessary to have a base for the estimates, and the first inquiry 
asks for figures of expenditure during the calendar year 1954 (which 
will form a base year) and expected expenditure in 1955. At the end 
of September companies will be asked for a forecast of expenditure 
during 1956, and in future years the request for a forecast of annual 
expenditure will also be at the end of September prior to the year 
for which figures are required. The first request for quarterly figures 
will be at the end of October, when the Board will ask for expenditure 
in each of the first three quarters of this year, and the regular pattern 
of the quarterly inquiry will be established at the end of January 1956, 
when the Board will ask for figures of expenditure during the final 
quarter of 1955. 

In order that the inquiry may be used to show the trends in capital 
expenditure separately for broad industrial activities some of the 
larger companies operating substantially in more than one industry 
are being asked to return separate particulars for their main industrial 
divisions. 

Information provided by a company will be treated in the strictest 
confidence. The Board will, of course, publish regularly summarized 
statistics based on the returns made by the contributing companies.

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British Participation in Geneva 
Atom Conference 


MoRE THAN 60 papers dealing with many aspects of atomic energy 
will be read by British scientists at the international conference on 
the peaceful uses of atomic energy to be held at Geneva from August 
8 to 20. In the exhibitions which are being held at the same time 
British exhibits will occupy 30,000 sq. ft. 

The conference is an outcome of proposals laid before the United 
Nations by President Eisenhower. It will be devoted to the presenta- 
tion and discussion of papers on a number of main subjects related 
to the beneficial uses of atomic energy, presented from scientific and 
technical points of view. Coinciding with it will be two exhibitions 
illustrating the progress that has been made. 

The United Kingdom was one of 84 nations invited to participate, 
the majority of whom have accepted. Britain’s official delegation will 
consist of Sir John Cockcroft, Director of the Atomic Energy Research 
Establishment, Harwell; Sir Christopher Hinton, Managing Director 
of the United Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority Industrial Group; 
Dr. J. F. Loutit, Medical Research Council and Agricultural Research 
Council; Sir George Thomson, Royal Society, representing Uni- 
versities, and Dr. Willis Jackson, Metropolitan Vickers, representing 
British industry. 

Sir Edwin Plowden, Chairman of the United Kingdom Atomic 
Energy Authority, will also attend, and advisers to the delegation will 
include representatives of the Atomic Energy Authority Research and 
Industrial Groups, the Chemical Research Laboratory, the Medical 
and Agricultural Research Councils, the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research, the Ministry of Defence, the Ministry of Fuel 
and Power, the Institute of Civil Engineers, British Universities and 
a number of industrial concerns. The total party of delegates, advisers 
and staff for the conference and exhibitions will number more than 
160. This does not include the industrial representatives attending 
the exhibition. 


The United Kingdom Papers Committee, under the chairmanship 
of Sir John Cockcroft, was set up to integrate the British contributions 
to the conference and has been drawing up a list of papers and authors 
covering a wide variety of topics. More than 120 authors submitted 
just over 100 papers, of which 67 will be read. The remainder will be 
included in the report of the proceedings which will be published. 
Including those from Britain more than a thousand were submitted 
altogether, and the final selection of those to be read has been in the 
hands of a committee sitting in New York. British representatives on 
this committee are Dr. J. Gaunt, Mr. D. J. Littler of Harwell and 
Mr. L. F. Lammerton of London University. 


Subjects for Discussion 


The subjects to be discussed at the conference will include world 
requirements for power and the role which nuclear energy will play, 
the building of nuclear energy enterprises, health and safety aspects 
and the production of isotopes. 


Seven models of atomic reactors (or piles), one of them more than 
19 ft. by 15 ft. and 5 ft. 6 in. high, will be among the many Authority 
items in the two exhibitions which will run concurrently with the 
conference. Many other aspects of the British programme, including 
specialized instrumentation developed in this country, and the latest 
applications of radioactive isotopes for industry, medicine and agri- 
culture, will also be demonstrated. 

One of the exhibitions, in the Palais des Nations, is purely scien- 
tific and intended principally for members of delegations. Here the 
Atomic Energy Authority’s display, covering 3,000 sq. ft. will be 
mainly concerned with nuclear reactors for research and for the 
generation of power, and with specialized instrumentation developed 
in this field. Models of one of the Calder Hall reactors (3 ft. 11 ims. 
by 2 ft. 6 ins.), of the Harwell heavy water reactor E 443 now being 
built (7 ft. 6 ins. sq. by 8 ft. 6 ins. high) and of the second Harwell 
heavy water reactor RE 775 also now under construction (4 ft. 6 ins. 
sq. by 5 ft. 6 ins. high) are included. 


These last two reactors have now been given the names DIDO 
and PLUTO. 

There will be great scientific interest in the instruments on view, 
which have been developed in the Authority’s Research and Industrial

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PROVISIONAL SUMMARY ESTIMATES for domestic furniture 


production in the first quarter of 1955 were published in the Board 
of Trade Journal on May 28, (page 1175). Final figures for the quarter 
are given in Table 1 below; these broadly confirm the pattern shown 
by the earlier estimates except for orders on hand at the end of March 
which have proved to be higher than was expected from the returns 
received when the provisional figures were prepared. Figures for 
particular articles of furniture are given in Table 2. 

These figures cover the period up to March 31 and therefore include 


some five weeks of the period following the introduction of more 
stringent hire purchase regulations on February 24. It is believed that 
the figures for orders on hand reflect to some extent the influence of the 
British Furniture Trade Exhibition held from February 14 to 24. 


Unless otherwise stated, the figures are based on returns from firms 
employing more than 10 persons on the production of domestic 
furniture. These firms are believed to account for over 90 per cent. of 
domestic furniture production.

Groups for reactor control, special recording work and for dealing 
with the raw materials of the atomic age. 


The second exhibition, in the Palais des Expositions, is designed 
for the general public as well as delegates. The United Kingdom 
Atomic Energy Authority exhibit, which has been expanded from 
5,000 to over 7,000 sq. ft. will be a comprehensive survey of the 
peaceful applications of atomic energy in this country.

Prices of Basic Materials Rise in June 


THE BASIC MATERIALS index, after falling by 2'1 per cent. over 
the previous three months, rose by 1-4 per cent. in June, mainly 
on account of increases in the prices of raw rubber (up 14-4 per 
cent.) and copper (up 4°8 per cent.). Other materials that rose in 
price included imported softwood (up 1-5 per cent.), hides and skins 
(up 1-3 per cent.), zinc (up 1-9 per cent.), tin (up 1:5 per cent.) and 
home-produced heavy steel scrap (up 1:2 per cent.). These increases 
were slightly offset by reduced prices for raw jute (down 6:1 per cent.) 
and one or two other items. 


The indices for materials used in the mechanical engineering and 
electrical machinery industries rose by 0-8 per cent. and 1:3 per cent. 
respectively, between May and June, the increases in both cases being 


mainly due to higher prices for most brass and copper items. 

The indices for building and civil engineering and house building 
materials also rose in June, by 0-4 per cent. and 0-7 per cent., 
respectively, mainly on account of higher prices for certain types of 
bricks, imported softwood and some metal items. 

The further decrease of 0-1 per cent. in the index for materials used 
in the textile industries was mainly due to lower prices for raw jute 
and jute piece goods. 

The index for all manufactured products increased by 0-2 per cent. 
in June, but apart from a further slight decline in the index for textile 
products other than clothing, there was little change in the other 
output price indices published in Table 2.

Notes on Wholesale Price Index Numbers (June 30, 1949= 100) 


1. The indices are in most cases given to the nearest first place 
of decimals. The sample nature of price index numbers is, however, 
such that these figures will ordinarily have little significance; they 
are included to facilitate any further calculations which may be made 
with the index numbers, and to avoid concealing small month-to- 
month movements. 


2. The run of index numbers published each month in this series 
covers thirteen months only. Available index numbers for previous 
months, or for commodities no longer published every month, can 
be obtained on application to the address below. 


3. In determining the weights to be used in calculating indices 
which combine the price movements of several commodities, the 
value of the sales or purchases of commodities for which no price 
series are available is suitably imputed to the price series that are 
available. 


4. The index numbers of the output of broad sectors of industry 

relate only to the output sold outside these sectors. Products trans- 

between firms within these sectors are excluded. Similarly, 

in the case of index numbers for groups of commodities produced by 

United Kingdom industries, products transferred between firms 

within such industries are excluded. Prices of exports are included 
where these are available. 


5. The indices for commodities and groups of commodities 
produced in the United Kingdom are based on producers’ ‘ex-works’ 


prices unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, in which 
case ‘delivered’ prices are used. The prices are exclusive of purchase 
tax, but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the producer. 

6. The description of the items in the commodity series are those 
for which quotations are currently obtained. Where changes have 
taken place an adjustment is made to maintain comparability. 

7. Articles introducing the new series of index numbers and 
explaining their scope, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on 
May 19 and June 16, 1951. Changes, from July 1953, in the presenta- 
tion and grouping of these indices were explained in the issue of 
July 18, 1953. 

8. Details of the weights and items used in the index of basic 
materials (excluding fuel) for non-food manufacturing industry 
appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on June 16, 1951. Details of 
the other indices of industrial materials, namely those for the electrical 
machinery and mechanical engineering industries and building and 
civil engineering, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on September 
16, 1950, and February 10 and May 19, 1951, respectively. Summary 
details of weights used in constructing the index for all manufactured 
products, other than fuel, food and tobacco appeared on February 19, 
1955. It is not intended at present to publish in the Board of Trade 
Journal details of the constituent items and the weights used in the 
construction of any of the other indices; where it is possible to issue 
these, however, they may be obtained on application to the Director 
of Statistics, Board of Trade, at the address below.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection from the answers to Questions in Parliament of interest to industry 


Tuesday July 5 


THE FOLLOWING questions and answers for Tuesday, July 5, were 
held over from last week’s Board of Trade Journal through lack of 
space. 


Monopolies Commission 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. D. 
Kaberry, was asked what was the policy of the Government on the 
Report of the Monopolies and Restrictive Practices Commission on 
the Process of Calico Printing, Mr. Kaberry replied that they accepted 
the conclusions of the Monopolies Commission that the practices 
described operated, and may be expected to operate, against public 
interest, and they were in general agreement with the Commission’s 
recommendations. Discussions with the calico printing industry 
concerning detailed implementation of the Report were still in 
progress. 

A questioner asked for an assurance that no industry in which 
monopolistic or restrictive practices had been criticized by the 
Monopolies Commission would be afforded protection by tariffs or 
quotas against foreign competitors. 

The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. A. R. W. Low, replied 
that when considering tariff applications, it is the policy to take into 
account all relevant factors, including any recommendations made 
by the Monopolies Commission, and he could not prejudge the outcome 
of a particular application. It was not the Government’s policy to 
impose import quotas for protective purposes. 


Exports of Wool Tops 

Mr. Low gave the following figures of United Kingdom exports of 
tops of wool (including broken tops, cut tops and carded slivers) 
from January to May 1955:

Exports to China were 15-7 per cent., to the Soviet Union 2-3 per 
cent., and to other Soviet Eastern Europe 6-1 per cent. of the total. 


Imports of Silk Fabrics from China 


Imports of silk fabrics from China were 43,000 square yards in 
1952, 248,000 in 1953 and 1,170,000 in 1954, it was stated. 


Exports of Furniture 

Mr. Low stated that £643,000 of wooden furniture and £2,541,000 
of metal furniture were exported from this country during the first 
five months of this year. 


Petroleum Imports 

During the year ended May 1955 imports of petroleum and 
petroleum products amounted to £313 million and imports of coal 
to £43 million, Mr. Low stated. 


General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 


Asked how many countries had ratified the recent General Agree- 
ment on Tariffs and Trade, Mr. Low replied that Canada, the United 
States, Greece and Germany ad referendum, had signed the two 
Protocols amending the substantive provisions of the G.A.T.T. 

The Agreement for the Establishment of an Organization for ‘Trade 
Co-operation had been signed by Greece, by the United States 
subject to approval by Congress, and by Germany and Turkey ad 
referendum. 


The United States, Greece and Germany ad referendum, had signed 
the Protocol of organizational amendments which were consequential 


upon the establishment of the Organization for Trade Co-operation. 

Asked also if Her Majesty’s Government had yet decided to sign 
the agreement to establish the Organization for Trade Co-operation 
drawn up at the last session of the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade, Mr. Low said that as was announced in the Statement 
of Policy regarding the review of the G.A.T.T. (Command Paper 
9413), Her Majesty’s Government proposed to sign, at the appropriate 
times, the Protocols of Amendments to the General Agreement and 
the agreement on the Organization for Trade tion. The 
Protocols of Amendments were open for signature till November 15, 
1955, and the Government would arrange for their signature by that 
date. No date had been fixed for signature of the agreement on the 
Organization for Trade Co-operation. The Government would decide 
when to sign it in the light of developments in the consideration of 
this agreement by the United States Congress. 


Another questioner asked when it was proposed to introduce the 
bill to deal with dumping, to enable this country to take advantage 
of the recent General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade agreement. 

Mr. Low replied after the Summer recess, it was "

The President was asked what form of advertisement was used by 
his department in bringing to the notice of industrialists sites available 
on trading estates in Development Areas; and what response there had 
been to such form of advertisement on the Aycliffe Trading Estate 
for the years 1951 to 1954 in view of the fact that there was ample 
land available on the estate for any expansion likely to be required. 

Mr. Kaberry replied that the Board of Trade had used the handbook 
‘Room to Expand,’ articles in the Board of Trade Journal, and booklets 
produced by the industrial estate companies, and had also displayed 
exhibits at the British Industries Fair, These described the advantages 


‘red’ areas away from these 
should be done to develop sites on existing 
Mr. Kaberry replied ‘Yes, Sir.’ 
New Building in Development Areas 

Mr. Kaberry stated that according to the latest information available 
to the Board of Trade, 2,241 new industrial and extensions 
of more than 5,000 sq. ft. were completed in the areas which were now 
Development Areas in the years 1946 to 1954 inclusive. This represented 
33 per cent. of the total area completed in Great Britain during the 
same period. 
Imports of Coal 

The President was questioned as to how

seven specific during 1955 to other importers 
for a total of 3,747 tons of coal. Like most items, coal may be imported 
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from the sterling area under Open Licence. Some two-thirds of our 
imports from non-sterling sources were free from quantitative 
restrictions but coal was included among the items on which detailed 
licensing control was maintained so that proposals to import may be 
considered in relation to available United Kingdom supplies and the 
overseas expenditure involved. 


Alleged Effect of Hire Purchase Restrictions 


The President was asked whether he was aware that one firm of 
electric washer manufacturers in Accrington had had to suspend 
90 workers owing to slackness of trade following hire-purchase 
restrictions; and whether his consideration of difficulties caused in 
the furniture trade would extend to electric washers and similar goods. 

Mr. Kaberry: ‘Yes, Sir.’ The President was ready to consider 
representations from anyone about the effect of these restrictions 
which, in this case might have been aggravated by the rail strike. 


Raw Cotton 


Mr. Low stated that the Government of all the principal countries 
supplying the United Kingdom with raw cotton imposed regulations 
which directly or indirectly affected its export price. Several of the 
Governments concerned also restricted the acreage for cotton growing 
or the amount and types of cotton exports. He gave the following 
detailed statement of the information available about the present 
arrangements in each of the principal supplying countries.

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Output and Employment in the Cotton Industry 
in May 


PRODUCTION PER WEEK in the cotton industry in May was higher 
than in April, when extended Easter holidays reduced output to the 
lowest level since the holiday month of August 1953, but it was still 
about 3 per cent. lower than in March. On a working day basis, 
there was a slight improvement compared with April (making allow- 
ance for normal holidays only in that month), throughout the industry; 
the most marked rise was in output of spun rayon and mixture yarns, 
production of which had previously fallen more steeply than that of 
cotton yarn. Employment figures for May continued the downward 
trend which has been evident since the early months of 1954, both in 


the number at work and the number on firms’ books. 

Compared with May 1954, there was a substantial fall in output, 
whether measured per week or per working day. Production of all 
types of single yarn was less by 13 per cent., of doubled yarn by 10 
per cent., with medium and fine yarns (counts over 26) down by a 
quarter, and of cloth by 7 per cent; output of rayon and mixture 
cloths showed a more marked fall than cotton and was down by 13 
per cent. 

The latest figure of production of all types of single yarn (for the 
week ended June 18) was 17-90 million pounds.

Electrical Performance of Rotating Electrical Machinery 


B.S. 2613:1955 makes available in a single document the four 
principal standards relating to the electrical performance of rotating 
electrical machinery, namely B.S. 168, B.S. 169, B.S. 225 and B.S. 226. 
The standards have been revised and cover all types of machines 
rated from 1 horse-power per 1,000 r.p.m. upwards. 

To conform to present-day practice a number of significant 
changes have been made, the most important being the recognition of 
the continuous maximum rating for all motors whether a.c. or d.c. 
which exceed 50 horsepower per 1,000 r.p.m. 

Open, protected and pipe-ventilated motors rated at not more than 
50 horsepower per 1,000 r.p.m. continue to be specified on a load- 
with-overload basis; but the foreword states that this anomaly will 
disappear with the next revision, which will coincide with the intro- 
duction of a revised classification ‘of insulating materials. It is expected 
that the classification will be completed within about 12 months. 

The tables giving details of permissible temperature-rise have been 
completely recast, and for each type of winding a method of tempera- 
ture measurement is now specified. The various requirements per- 
taining to electrical performance are stated, and the tests required to 
demonstrate the achievement of performance requirements are 
specified.

Work Study in Practice 

Proof of the value of work study may be found in the first of a 
new series of pamphlets which the British Productivity Council are 
publishing.

100. to 3,000 or more people, and the trades they represent are cotton, 
electrical equipment, engineering, fabrics, factory layout, footwear, 
furniture, horticulture, hosiery, newspapers, printing, surgical 
dressings, and toys and smallware.

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Some Recent Publications Received 


The World’s Iron Ore 
An international group of experts is responsible for ‘Survey of 
World Iron Ore Resources: Occurrence, Appraisal and Use’, which 


has been published by the United Nations in response to a resolution 
of the Economic and Social Council on the conservation and deploy- 
ment of non-agricultural natural resources. The Survey runs to 
nearly 350 large pages, beginning with a general report on its whole 
field, and continuing with eleven technical papers, each by a member 
of the group. For instance, Mr. F. G. Percival, consulting geologist 
to the British Iron and Steel Corporation, sg this second section 
with a paper on ‘Nature and Occurrence of Ore Deposits’, and 
adds another on the deposits found in Australia, New Zealand and 
New Caledonia. A third section consists of detailed statistical and 
other analyses of reserves, their exploitation, and the costs of pro- 
duction and treatment, in a large number of countries. A short chapter 
of recommendations suggests that each country should in future 
make this sort of appraisal of its iron ore resources for itself.

Use of Ionizing Radiations in Food Industry 

‘Scientific and Technological Problems Involved in Using Ionizing 
Radiations for the Preservation of Food’ is the title, and such are the 
subjects, of Special Report No. 61, prepared by Mr. R. S. Hannan 
for the Food Investigation Board of the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research. The report is the result of investigations 
begun about five years ago, an orl includes references to the latest 
American work on ionizing radiations. 

The conclusion reached is that, although the cost of equipment 
is high, sterilization by bombardment with electrons of X-rays could 
possibly be carried out on a commercial scale at a cost of a few pence 
a pound. Difficulty has been experienced, however, in assessing the 
effect on foodstuffs of such bombardment, and some of the many 
adverse changes which can result are not yet fully under control. 
The Report discusses the various types of radiations which can be 
used, their properties and their effects on animal products, fruit and 
vegetables, miscellaneous products and packaging materials. It is 
published by H.M. Stationery Office at 7s.

Britain: An Official Handbook’s New Edition

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Persian Gulf States Where British Exports 
Should Increase

THE PERSIAN GULF has been known to British traders for 
generations, but it is only in relatively recent years that the potenti- 
alities of the area, as a market for goods, have been so evident. 

In this article the term ‘Persian Gulf’ is limited to the area for which 
Her Majesty’s Political Residency is responsible : it means the 
Shaikhdoms situated on the Arabian shore of the Persian Gulf and 
does not refer to the territories on the Persian side. These Shaikhdoms, 
which are in special treaty relations with Her Majesty’s Government 
and under British protection, consist of Kuwait, Bahrain, Qatar and 
the several small Shaikhdoms, of which Dubai is the best known, 
on what is collectively called the Trucial Coast. As a matter of con- 
venience, it is also usual to include the Sultanate of Muscat and 
Oman, which is an independent power but, strictly speaking, outside 
the Persian Gulf. 

Oil has transformed the economy of this area in the last twenty years. 
Though this is no longer news, it requires mention again to emphasize 
that the oil-producing areas have money to spend and have created 
growing markets. 

The wealth derived from oil takes the form of (a) royalties and other 
payments by the eil companies to the Shaikhdoms; (b) moneys spent 
by the oil companies on goods and services; (c) moneys spent by the 
employees of the oil companies, 

The oil revenues paid to the Shaikhdoms are the new basis of 
prosperity and these revenues have at any rate partially been channelled 
into development works (in a variety of forms) in the three oil- 
producing States (Kuwait, Bahrain, Qatar). These new developments 
have put money into the hands of the public and have brought about 
a greater and increasing business activity. 

The value of the area to the United Kingdom trade is obvious from 
the table below which gives figures of United Kingdom exports to 
the area.

The whole of the region is within the Sterling Area, but there are 
virtually no official restrictions and no import licensing systems. The 
currency is the Indian rupee. 

Although the United Kingdom enjoys a considerable share of the 
market, it is now facing increasing and keener competition from Con- 
tinental sources and from India and Japan. The market is expanding 
and will continue to expand, and it is essential for United Kingdom 
exporters to keep currently abreast of what is happening. Provided 
there is a realistic approach to the competitive conditions in price 
and the popular requirements of the market, and that punctual de- 
livery is assured, there is every opportunity to secure a greater share 
of the market with United Kingdom products. 


Kuwait 


The importance of Kuwait as a market has been dependent upon 
the output of oil from the Burgan Oilfield. This has developed rapidly 
from 800,000 tons in 1946 to about 46-9 million tons in 1954. 
Royalties derived from exports of crude oil at the present level amount 
to over £60 million per annum. The expenditure of an important 
proportion of these royalties upon the development of Kuwait town

has transformed the market over the last few years into one of the 
most important in the Middle East. Total imports over the last three 
years have been as follows: 1952: £15 million; 1953: £30-8 million; 
1954: £29-8 million. 

During 1952-53 the major development works were carried out 
for the most part by five British contractors on a ‘cost plus’ basis. 
It was this development work which brought imports to their peak in 
1953. In March 1954 the Kuwaiti authorities decided that, for the 
time being, no new development works would be started but that 
arrangements would be continued to complete works in hand, such 
as schools, roads, power and water distillation plant. Henceforth 
public works would be put out to open international tender; this form 
of development is now taking place and available information about 
tenders is circulated in the Board of Trade’s Special Register Informa- 
tion Service for United Kingdom manufacturers and exporters. 

Since March 1954, therefore, there has been a decline in the level 
of development work, and though imports carried over at a high level 
until August 1954, a considerable drop in imports was recorded in the 
last quarter compared with imports over the previous twenty 
months. Total imports by volume in 1954 amounted to 464,172 tons, 
of which imports of cement amounted to 262,000 tons. 

Bahrain 

With a total annual revenue of about £4 million, the Bahrain 
Government’s development programme is naturally much less than 
that of Kuwait. It has proceeded progressively over a twenty-year 
period on a well-balanced basis and each year new development 
work is budgeted in which British firms have participated. 

Bahrain has a second source of revenue in its traditional entrepot 
trade. The island is conveniently situated to handle goods in transit 
to the mainland and approximately 70 per cent. of goods landed in 
Bahrain is re-exported. (Bahrain ‘in transit’ Customs Duty is 2 per 
cent. and provides a sizeable income to the Shaikhdom.)

The United Kingdom has maintained its position as chief supplier 
to Bahrain, but the United Kingdom’s percentage of the market 
has been declining as a result of foreign competition and this has been 
particularly marked in certain products (in 1952 the United Kingdom 
accounted for 29 per cent. of Bahrain’s imports, but this declined to 
22-8 per cent. in 1954.) India increased her position in the market 
from 12} per cent. in 1952 to 19-1 per cent. in 1954, and the United 
States’ position remained unchanged at 14 per cent. Germany and 
Japan grew in importance: Japan has now taken the leading position 
in the earthenware and glassware market, and, together with India, 
has reduced the United Kingdom’s position in the silk, silk piece-goods 
and cotton piece-goods market to one of comparative insignificance. 
German competition is being felt in the hardware, cutlery, household 
equipment and accessories and bicycle accessories market. The 
United States has maintained its leading position in imports of motor 
cars into Bahrain on a ratio of four United States cars to one British. 
British cement has been virtually displaced by imports from other 
sources, as in other areas in the Persian Gulf. 


Qatar 


Oil was first exported from Qatar in 1949 and the effect on Qatar’s 
economy can be visualised from the following tonnage exported 
figures:

In addition to the above oil, which is produced by the Qatar 
Petroleum Company, the Shell Exploration Company has a con- 
cession from the Ruler for sea-bed prospecting. Sea-bed oil has not 
yet been found, but operations started last October from a pre- 
fabricated island at a site in the open sea about 35 miles from Doha, 
the capital. 

Business increased steadily throughout 1954. Import figures for 
the last six months of 1954 (the latest available) are as follows: 


July . £120,000 October . £180,000 
August . £135,000 November . £405,000 
September . £165,000 December . £325,000 


These figures do not include imports for the Government or the 
Qatar Petroleum Company. The main increases were in building 
materials, foodstuffs, electrical goods, machinery, motor vehicles 
and spare parts, and textiles. 


Trade is to some extent hampered by the imexperience of the 
merchants; but some merchants are beginning to appreciate the 
advantages of direct import rather than import through Bahrain, 
and this tendency will undoubtedly increase. British exporters who 
are represented in this market by an agent in Bahrain may, in the near 
future, have to reconsider their marketing arrangements if their 
present agent is not servicing the Qatar market. 

The general conclusion to be drawn from a 1954 survey of the 
economy of Qatar is that the market there will definitely expand. 
As development work progresses the amount of money spent in the 
country will increase, e.g. payment of wages, and the demand for 
consumer goods of all kinds will increase correspondingly. (The 
potentialities of the market should, however, be considered in relation 
to the population — i.e. 30,000.) 


Dubai and the Trucial States 


Although oil has not yet been struck in this area, the foreign trade 
of Dubai has shown a continuous increase. Dubai itself is the centre 
of entrepot trade in this area and commands the commerce of the 
Trucial Coast. Imported goods are re-exported overland to the other 
Trucial Shaikhdoms and by sea to Persia. Exact statistics are not

Agreement Between Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland 
and South Africa 


AS STATED in last week’s Board of Trade Journal (page 100), a Trade 
Agreement, operative from July 1, has been signed between the 
Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland and South Africa. This 
Agreement replaces the Customs Agreements that had previously 
been in operation between South Africa and Southern and Northern 
Rhodesia respectively, under which most South African goods 
entered the Rhodesias free of duty and vice versa. United Kingdom 
exporters may wish to know the main points of the new Agreement 
which are set out below. The Agreement is for a period of five years 
and the two parties will meet yearly for the purpose of reviewing the 
operation of the Agreement. 


Article 1 defines some of the terms used in the Agreement. 


Article 2 provides for duty-free importation by both parties of 
certain goods, the produce of the other party, listed in an Annexure. 
The list consists wholly of agricultural produce. 


Article 3 contains an undertaking by South Africa to import 
certain amounts of Rhodesian tobacco. 


Article 4 lists Federal goods that will enter South Africa duty 
free. The list is a long one, and includes travel goods, cordage, cut- 
lery, enamelware and hollowware, a good deal of machinery, footwear, 
plywood, pulpboard, paper, jewellery and toys, as well as a range of 
raw materials and agricultural products. This Article further lists 
goods subject to varying duties as follows: 


The following goods, when manufactured in the Federation, shall, in 
terms of Article 4, on entry for consumption in the Union, be admitted: 


(a) free of customs duty: Provided that at least 75 per cent. of the 
factory or works cost of such goods is represented by labour per- 
formed in the Federation or by materials produced and labour 
performed in the Federation, or alternatively that such goods shall 
have been manufactured in the Federation from natural, artificial 
or synthetic fibres, whether or not such fibres shall have been grown, 
produced or manufactured in the Federation; 

(b) at a rate of customs duty equal to the most-favoured-nation rate of 
duty applicable thereto from time to time, subject to a rebate from 
such rate of three-quarters of such rate, or alternatively, in the case 
of clothing falling under item 65, at a rate of customs duty of 7$ per 
cent. ad valorem, whichever rate results in the lower duty: Provided 
that less than 75 per cent., but not less than 50 per cent., of the 
factory or works cost of such goods is represented by labour per- 
formed in the Federation or by materials produced and labour 
performed in the Federation; 


(c) at a rate of customs duty equal to the most-favoured-nation rate of 
duty applicable thereto from time to time, subject to a rebate from 
such rate of one-half of such rate, or alternatively, in the case of 
clothing falling under item 65, at a rate of customs duty of 15 per 
cent. ad valorem, whichever rate results in the lower duty: Provided 
that less than 50 per cent. of the factory or works cost of such goods 
is represented by labour performed in the Federation or by materials 
produced and labour performed in the Federation. 


The list, which is attached as Annexure B to the Agreement, is 
composed of clothing and textile items, and covers practically the 
whole field of such goods. 


F.R.N. Tariff for Imports from Union 


Article 5 reads: 


(1) The goods enumerated in Annexure C, when grown, produced or 
manufactured in the Union, shall, in accordance with the provisions of 
that Annexure, on entry for consumption in the Federation (excluding the 
Conventional Area), be admitted free of duty or at the rates of duty speci- 
fied in that Annexure, as the case may be. 

(2) Any goods, other than those referred to in paragraph (1) of this 
Article and in Article 2, grown, produced or manufactured in the Union, 
shali, on entry for consumption in the Federation (excluding the Conven- 
tional Area), be admitted at the Column D rate of customs duty in the 
Customs Tariff of the Federation applicable thereto from time to time.

Article 13 lays it down that subject to certain provisos neither 
party shall impose quantitative restrictions on the produce of the other. 


Article 14 binds the Federation not to give duty rebates on im- 
ported piece-goods manufactured into clothing exported to South 
Africa, in excess of the rate of import duty payable on United King- 
dom goods.

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Sweden and France 


A TRADE AGREEMENT between Sweden and France, covering the 
twelve months beginning on April 1, was signed in Stockholm on 
June 2. The new agreement consists of a protocol and quota lists 
covering commodities still subject to import restrictions in the two 
countries. 

The communique, announcing the agreement, states that as a 
result of recent additions to the French import liberalization list 
certain important Swedish export products such as timber, cellulose 
and paper, and some chemicals and machines, may now be imported 
into France free of import licence. The new agreement includes 
higher French import quotas for wall-board, tractors and other 
agricultural machinery, machine tools, electrical machinery, type- 
writers and furniture. Quotas have been established for certain items 
which have not previously been included in Franco-Swedish commo- 
dity lists e.g., excavating machinery, ball-bearing gears, tanning 
extracts, wearing apparel, motor car radio aerials, ball-pointed 
pens, certain sports goods and musical instruments.

Sweden and Indonesia 
A NEW TRADE AND PAYMENTS AGREEMENT between Sweden and 
Indonesia for the twelve months beginning on June 1, 1955, was 
signed in Stockholm on June 18.

Swedish imports which include ball and roller bearings, matches, 
wallboard, cement and accumulators.

Indonesian exports include copra, rubber, tobacco, tea, coffee, 
spices and oilseed cake, all of which can be imported freely into Sweden.

West Germany and The Philippines 


A PROTOCOL was signed in Bonn on April 25, 1955, and published 
in the Federal Gazette on May 26, as a result of negotiations between 
a German and a Philippine trade delegation.

Tariff Inquiry on Camera Shutters 
and Parts 


AN APPLICATION has been filed with the United States Tariff 
Commission for an investigation under the provisions of Section 336 
(equalisation of costs of production) of the Tariff Act of 1930, in 
respect of camera shutters and parts classifiable under paragraph 
1551 of the Tariff Act of 1930. 

The Tariff Commission is conducting a preliminary investigation 
for the purpose of determining whether a formal investigation is 
warranted. All interested persons having pertinent information to 
furnish, either in favour or in opposition to the institution of a formal 
investigation, may submit such information, in writing, to the 
Secretary of the Commission. Fifteen copies of all communications 
are required. 

If, as the result of a formal investigation, the Commission find 
that the existing import duties on these products do not equalise the 
differences in costs of production of domestic and imported products, 
an increase in import duties may be recommended. Interested ex- 
porters are therefore advised to get in touch with importing agencies 
in the United States to ensure that the latter make their views known 
to the Commission. 

The application filed with the Commission may be read and copied 
by interested parties at the office of the Secretary of the Commission, 
Tariff Commission Building, 8th and East Streets, N.W., Washington, 
D.C., and also in the New York office of the Commission (Custom 
House, Room 437). 


Trade Practice Rules for Gummed Paper, 
Radio and Television 


THE BOARD OF TRADE have received from the United States 
copies of Trade Practice Rules for the Gummed Paper and Sealing 
Tape Industry and the Radio and Television Industry, as promulgated 
on June 24 and June 28 respectively.

COLOMBIA 


Extension of Expired Import Licences 


THE BOARD OF TRADE has now been informed by the Colombian 
Consul General in London that Colombian import licences which 
expired on or before June 30, and which have not been utilised be- 
cause of delays resulting from the United Kingdom rail and dock 
strikes, will be extended for a period of 30 days.

GUATEMALA 





Duty-Free Imports 


Insecticides, fertilizers and seeds: By Guatemalan Govern- 
ment Decree No. 315, issued on June 16 and effective from that date, 
no Customs duties, Consular fees, or other miscellaneous taxes or 
charges will be imposed on insecticides, fungicides, fertilizers, herbi- 
cides or seeds intended for cultivation upon their arrival in Guatemala. 
In the case of seeds, an accompanying certificate is necessary to the 
effect that they meet the requirements of plant sanitation and that they 
possess special germinative qualities. 


Cement: By another Decree, No. 317, issued on June 16 and 
effective from that date, the import into Guatemala of grey, white or 
industrial cement is permitted free of Customs duties or other 
taxes, provided ‘a licence has previously been obtained from, the 
Ministry of Economy. 
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ARGENTINA 


Personal Effects of Passengers and 
Contractual Immigrants 


CENTRAL BANK CIRCULAR No. 2223 of June 14, 1955 reduces 
from United States $ 150 to United States $ 50 the maxi mum 
amount allowed to each passenger arriving in Argentina for the 
introduction of such articles as domestic appliances, tools and 
instruments or apparatus used in a trade or profession. 


Decree No. 7813 of May 26, 1955 grants, in certain circumstances, 
free customs entry into Argentina of personal effects. The principal 
articles of the Decree are as follows: 


Article 1. The managerial, technical, administrative staff and work- 
people who enter Argentina on contract to industrial concerns whose 
establishment in the Republic is authorised may introduce, without payment 
of Customs duties, their personal and household effects, including bicycles, 
motor-scooters or motor-cycles provided that these are suitable to their 
status and profession and originate in the country from which the bene- 
ficiaries of this Decree are proceeding. In addition the managerial and 
technical staff may introduce, temporarily under the same conditions, a 
motorcar for the period of their contract and under no circumstance for 
more than three years. This car may neither be sold or given away during 
this period and the Customs Directorate must be informed of the number 
allotted to the car. 


When the period of three years referred to above has lapsed the Argentine 
Central Bank will consider the position of each unit and, if i thinks fit, 
authorize its definite entry into the country, in which event the respective 
customs duties will be paid. 

Article 2. The treatment referred to in Article 1 will be extended under 
the same conditions to foreign specialists on contract to public bodies or to 
private contractors for public works. 

Article 3. The Finance Minister is authorized to grant as an exceptional 
measure, similar treatment to that set out in Article 1, to foreign technicians 
under contract to national or foreign firms already established in the 
country provided that the requirements set out in Article 1 are fulfilled and 
that the technicians in question are deemed to be indispensable. 


The grant of the concessions set out above must be applied for from 
the Finance Ministry prior to shipment of the respective articles. 





NICARAGUA 


New Exchange Law and Customs Tariff 


THE NEW NICARAGUAN exchange law, of which a preliminary 
notice was given in the Board of Trade Journal on December 4, 1954, 
page 1201, has now been promulgated and was published in the 
Nicaraguan Official Gazette on June 30. This new law and the new 
Customs tariff came into force on July 1. An announcement will be 
made in this Journal as soon as a copy of the new tariff is received. 

An executive order has also been issued fixing a new parity of 7 
Cordobas to 1 United States Dollar, effective from July 1. 


PANAMA

LEBANON 


Legalization of Invoices 


THERE HAS BEEN A REVISION of the regulations governing the 
legalization of invoices, given in the summary of I<banese Import 
Regulations published in the Board of Trade Journal on March 26, 
1955. 


The present position is that the certification of original invoices 
by a Chamber of Commerce or by an approved trade organization 
and their legalization by a Lebanese Consulate (in towns where these 
exist) is required for all goods exported to Lebanon. Such certification 
and legalization may, however, be waived: 

(a) For goods which have no commercial character and which 
are received through the postal services by one private individual 
from another, provided that the value of any consignment does 
not exceed {Leb.500; 

(b) For consignments of commercial character sent through the 
postal services or by air, provided that the value of any one 
consignment does not exceed {Leb.50. 

This concession does not apply to pharmaceutical products or 
to goods for which an import licence is required. The importation 
of both these classes of goods requires a legalized i saveiee, even though 
the value of the consignment is less than {Leb.50.

LAST WEEK’S issue of the Board of Trade Journal contained, on 
pages 100-109, the first 249 items in the new Tariff of the Federation 
of Rhodesia and Nyasaland. Below are set out the remaining items 
of the tariff. 

It will be remembered that column A rates apply to countries not 
enjoying most favoured nation treatment; column B rates to m-.f.n.

1. The headings of the respective Classes in this Part are used only for 
convenience of grouping and shall not in any way affect the interpretation 
of the Tariff. 

2. In the Tariff: 

‘ad val.’ means ad valorem; 
‘imp. prf. gal.’ means imperial proof gallon; and 
‘n.e.e.’ means not elsewhere enumerated. 

3. The term ‘in bulk,’ when it appears in the Tariff, means: 

(a) loose without packing, in quantities of not less than ten pounds in 
weight or one imperial gallon in measure; or 

(b) that the net contents of any immediate container of goods weigh 
not less than ten pounds or measure not less than one imperial 
gallon. 

4. 24 reputed half-pints, 12 reputed pints, 6 reputed quarts or 4 reputed 
imperial quart shall be deemed to be not less than 1 gallon. 

5. Tins, jars or other packages of reputed content shall be deemed to 
contain not less than such content. 

6. Cement in packages of not less than 350 Ib., and not more than 400 Ib., 
shall be deemed to be 400 Ib., and cement in Packages of not less than 93 Ib., 
and not more than 100 Ib., shall be deemed to be 100 Ib. 

7. Flour or wheaten meal in packages of not less than 90 Ib., and not 
more than 100 Ib., shall be deemed to be 100 Ib., and packages of not less 
than 180 lb., and not more than 200 Ib., shall be deemed to be 200 Ib. 

8. Oils and motor spirits in ordinary reputed two 5 American gallon 
or ten 1 American gallon tins shall be deemed to be not less than 8} imperial 
gallons, and two 4 reputed gallon tins shall be deemed to contain not less 
than 8 imperial gallons.

More Dumping Duties Legislation 


SOUTH AFRICA, in common with other countries, has legislation 
designed to protect home industries against ‘dumping’ in various forms. 
The most common type of ‘dumping’ (referred to as ‘ordinary dump- 
ing’) takes the form of invoicing exports to the Union at prices below 
the ‘current domestic value’ (i.e. when goods are sold for export at 
prices below those charged to the home trade), 


Additional ‘dumping’ legislation has now been brought in by the 
Customs Further Amendment Act, 1955. It is understood that the 
main purposes of the new provisions are to allow of dumping duties 
being imposed (1) in cases where goods are sold at ‘end of season’ 
reduced prices at the close of the season in the Northern Hemisphere, 
which coincides with the beginning of the season in South Africa, 
and (2) in cases where current domestic values cannot, for special 
reasons, be ascertained accurately. The text of the new ‘dumping’ 
clause, 87 ter, is as follows: 

(1) Whenever, after report by the Board of Trade and Industries, the 
Minister is satisfied that goods of a class or kind produced or manufactured 
in the Union have been or are being or are likely to be exported to the 
Union at an export price which, in his opinion, is below a reasonable price 
for such goods, and that detriment may thereby result to an industry in 
the Union producing or manufacturing goods of that class or kind, and that 
it would be in the public interest to protect such industry, he may impose 
upon goods of that class or kind imported into the Union from or originating 
in any particular country or territory, a special duty equal to the difference 
between the said export price and a price which, in his opinion, is equal to 

(a) (i) the total unit cost of production, including a reasonable profit, 

of such or similar goods in the country or territory of origin 
thereof; or 

(ii) the average comparable domestic price at which such or similar 
goods have been sold in that country or territory during the 
preceding six months; or 

(iii) the average free on board price at which such or similar goods 
have been exported to the Union from that country or territory 
during the preceding six months; or 

(b) if it has not been found possible to obtain the information necessary 

to enable the Minister to arrive at a price on a basis set out in sub- 
paragraph (i), (ii) or (iii) of paragraph (a) 

(i) a price sufficient to cover the cost of the requisite raw materials 
calculated at not less than world market prices, plus normal 
manufacturing costs, including a reasonable profit, in any 
country or territory in which such or similar goods are regularly 
produced and sold; or 

(ii) a comparable wholesale selling price quoted by an efficient 
producer in the Union for such or similar goods. 

(2) Any special duty imposed under sub-section (1) shall be made known 
by notice in the Gazette and shall, from the date of publication of such notice 
and for the period specified therein or, where no period is so specified, 
until the Minister by like notice otherwise directs, be payable on the goods 
in question upon their importation into the Union: Provided that any 
special duty imposed during any session of Parliament upon a date not less 
than 28 days before the end of that session shall lapse at the end of that 
session unless it has been approved of during that session by a resolution 
of both Houses of Parliament; any such special duty im at any other 
time shall lapse at the end of the next ensuing session of Parliament unless 
it has during that session been approved of by resolution of both Houses 
of Parliament; but the lapsing of any such special duty shall not detract 
from its validity before it lapsed.

A DECREE dated June 15 allows buses to be imported into Iran 
provided that: 

(1) Ten per cent. of the buses imported are brought in as chassis 
and the coachwork is built by local firms. 

(2) Importers set up repair workshops and ensure at least a year’s 
supply of spare parts. They must guarantee delivery for four 
years. Employees of the workshops must be Iranian. 

(3) Imported spare parts of buses are installed in Iran by Iranians. 

(4) Import duties are paid.

Imports of Mineral Oils 


THE MINISTRY OF TRADE DEVELOPMENT of the Government of 
the Union of Burma have announced that the item covering mineral 
oils in Open General Licence No. 1 has been re-defined. The new 
classification, which supersedes the earlier one, is as follows: 
‘All sorts of mineral oils not otherwise specified, excluding 
Technical White Oil and Light Liquid Paraffin in bulk packing.’

Gripe Cure Mixture Industry 


A HANDOUT issued by the Press Information Department, Govern- 
ment of Pakistan, on June 25, reads as follows: 


The claim of the indigenous Gripe Cure Mixture industry to protection 
was referred to the Tariff Commission for examination. After holding the 
full inquiry, the Commission is of the opinion that the industry, as organized 
at present, is not qualified for protection. The Commission has recom- 
mended certain measures of assistance to it. 

The Government of Pakistan have accepted the Tariff Commission’s 
recommendations and have decided to grant the following measures of 
assistance to the industry. 


(i) The Provincial Governments concerned will be requested to 
provide adequate staff for the enforcement of the Drugs Control 
Act and its rules to ensure the quality of the product. 

(ii) Facilities would be provided for the import of such essential 
equipment as cannot be manufactured in the country and for the 
import of raw and packing materials required by the industry 
subject to the availability of foreign exchange and competing 
demands from other industries. (Press Handout E. No. 2934.)

Tue 34th Milan International Samples Fair will be held from 
April 12 to 27, 1956. 

In 1955 this fair, one of the largest in the world, accommodated 
12,738 exhibitors of whom 3,756 were from countries outside Italy. 
Over 4,000,000 people attended and nearly 90,000 foreign visitors 
and trade buyers were recorded. The event is organized in trade 
sections and there are 42 separate permanent exhibition buildings to 
house the displays. 

The exhibits cover all classes of capital and consumer goods and 
range from agricultural and dairy machinery, earth-moving equipment, 
cranes, road repairing equipment, machine tools, and machines for 
the chemical industry to food and drink, textiles, radio, electronic 
and television equipment, sports goods, bicycles, motor cycles and 
engines of all kinds. 

This year the number of United Kingdom products shown at the 
fair, mainly on the stands of agents, was over 400; but there were 
1,277 West German exhibits and over 700 from the United States of 
America. Many of the firms take part year after year, and perhaps 
this provides the best recommendation for United Kingdom firms 
interested in the Italian market to give serious consideration to ex- 
hibiting in this event if they have not already done so. 

Space at the fair costs about 7,000 lire (£4 approximately) per square 
metre. Because of the large number of exhibitors and the great popular- 
ity of the fair the space is always fully booked well in advance of the 
event.
